ed ag ain st Gaines 
by 
Superior 
Judge Jam es L. Allen next M on­ 
day, a t IO a. rn. 
Official 
circles 
regarded 
the 
verdict as a com prom ise on 
its 
face, the general sentim ent being 
th at the killing of Joseph P a tte r­ 
son w as first-degree m urder and 
th at G aines w as either guilty of 
th at 
degree 
of 
m urder 
or 
w as 
wholly 
innocent 
of any offense. 
Court observers expressed the s u r­ 
mise th at, while the Jurors agreed 
on G aines' guilt, they refused to 
inflict 
th e 
penalty 
provided 
by 
law for first-degree m urder and 
com prom ised upon the sentence for 
second degree. 
One court attach e 
rem arked: 
“It w ar a legislative Jury. 
It 
m ade law of its own.” 
Defense Well Satisfied 
T he defense waa well satisfied, 
it adm itted. 
“W e regard the v e r­ 
dict as a victory for the defense,” 
said A ttorney O. A. Jacobs, who 
announced th a t no appeal would 
be taken, 
Gaines, 
him self, 
received

verdict in court w ith m ingled dis­ 
appointm ent and Joy show ing on 
his face. 
H e smiled a t the Jurors 
as they left the courtroom a fte r 
sparing him from th e fate th a t

Goodwin w as sentenced to hang 
for the P atterso n m urder. 
Courtroom opinion today believ­ 
ed th a t the G aines verdict would 
react favorably upon the prospects 
of F ath er Goodwin to evade the 
gallows. 
Goodwin’s 
appeal 
from 
his death sentence now is before 
the suprem e court and, If it fails, 
his fight will be taken 
to Gov. 
C. C. Young for executive clem ­ 
ency, it is said. 
M ost observers 
believe th at, w ith G aines’ escape 
from the extrem e penalty to be 
considered, there m ay be an of­ 
ficial 
action 
tow ard 
equalizing 
punishm ent of the two men, first 
by com m uting Goodwin’s sentence

Chaplin sudden­ 
ly announced th a t no fu rth er a t­ 
tem pt would be m ade a t this tim e 
to secure alim ony paym ent. 
A t the sam e tim e, Lyndol L. 
Young, chief 
counsel 
for 
Mrs. 
C haplin stated th a t the amended 
divorce com plaint, w hich w as to 
have 
been 
filed 
today—th e last 
day on w hich it can be presented 
—would not be filed. 
A change in plans, w hich Young 
said would h asten action in the 
case, has been 
made, but w hat 
steps are to be taken the attorney 
refused to say. 
“Time and again Chaplin has de­ 
clared th a t he w ill fight the case 
and vindicate him self and w e are 
going to give him a chance to do 
so a t th e earliest possible m o­ 
m ent," Young said. 
Young declared th a t the com e­ 
dian m ust file a n answ er to Mrs.

with her mother, brother and sis­ 
ters for many years and 
was

graduate of the Santa 
Ana 
high 
school In the class of 
1902. 
The 
! family moved to Santa Ana 
from 
the peatlands, and purchased prop­ 
erty at the corner of 
I>acy 
and 
Vance streets. Their home was des­ 
troyed by fire and they moved a 
house onto the lot. which was pur­ 
chased by George L. W right when 
the Perry family moved 
to 
Los 
Angeles. 
Ann Perry entered the California 
hospital, where she became an ex­ 
pert nurse. She was superintendent 


j of the so-gical departm ent 
when 
she decided to become a physician, 
graduating from the College of Os­ 
teopathic Physicians and Surgeons, 
taking diplomas in both schools. 
Ten years had passed since she 
stood In her cap and gown to re­ 
ceive the longed-for document, and 
successfully passed the state med­ 
ical examination for her license to 
practice as a physician and surgeon. 
Two months later, she volunteered 
for service with one of the 
base 
hospitals and was awaiting the call 
of the government for active ser­ 
vice. 
Dr. Perry’s mother lived at Bak­ 
ersfield and she was going to say 
farewell to her before leaving 
for

her hands Instead of her feet, «he 
began to garden. She had a set of 
tools with 
short 
handles 
with 
which she lovingly tended her earth 
children and enjoyed the sun and 
fresh air. She was successful In 
raising chickens and rabbits. 
The plucky physician lives In lier 
own little bungalow, 
cooks 
and 
cares for herself, with the sole help 
of a woman who comes now and 
then to do housecleaning, and her 
assistant, who aids in her labora­ 
tory work outside. 
For Dr. Perry has become expert 
In laboratory work, for which she 
had a very special preparation. She 
did a little work at a time for other 
physicians and gradually has built 
up a good business, as her health 
Improved. 
Not satisfied with 
this 
success 
alone, Dr. Perry began 
to 
study 
psychology, taking work In the ex­ 
tension courses of the University of 
California, working hard at the s u b ­ 
ject for several years. Then 
she 
added a year of 
active 
psycho­ 
analysis study under the able 
In­ 
struction of Dr. Louise Unger. 
But never has 
this 
marvelous 
woman given up her efforts to re­ 
gain 
her 
ability to walk.

crutches she exercises strenuously 
for three hours a day, under expert

"W hat America asks ie that pie

The people have 
said to the newspaper: ‘We trust 
you. If you abuse our trust, we will 
punish you. 
That is the sort of 
freedom the motion

Mosley was the speaker yester­ 
day a t the meeting of the Santa Ana 
Lions club. and he presented many 
interesting facts concerning av ia­ 
tion and was emphatic in his 
de­ 
claration th at development 
of air 
defense craft is being retarded by 
failure of the arm y and navy to get 
together In harmonious endeavor to 
advance this type of defense. 
Says Mitchell W as Right 
Major Mosley had experience over 
seas and resigned from the arm y a 
little more than a year ago to en­ 
gage In commercial 
aviation. 
H e 
declared that Col. William Mitchell 
was absolutely correct in his public 
charges against the 
government’s 
policy of aviation development. 
Emphasizing tho Jealousy exist­ 
ing in the two branches of the gov­ 
ernment, he cited the development 
of an engine by the navy which the 
navy refused to perm it the arm y to 
use in its planes, while at the sam e 
time it was possible for a private 
individual to procure one of 
the 
motors. 
Explaining the asserted fact th a t 
Europe is more advanced in the de­ 
velopment of aircraft, Major M ose­ 
ley said that this situation was the 
direct result 
of subsidization 
of 
commercial aviation, 
the 
speaker 
declaring th at the government pays 
commercial organizations so much 
per mile for a certain mileage each 
year.

Im made the fu r­ 
ther declaration ti.at modern planes 
will right themselves In

Old men can operate planes Just 
as efficiently as young 
men,

speaker commented, and then 
he 
pointed out as erroneous, the Im ­ 
pression th at piloting a ship Is a Job 
for young tnen only.

ings. He said this record w as due 
to efficiency in maintenance of th* 
machines, and he made im pressive 
the fact th at after a one-way trip 
between the two points a m achine 
is kept In a hangar for two days, 
with mechanics spending th at tim e 
in making a 
thorough 
check 
of 
every part of a plane. He stated th a t 
the average mall shipment today 
was 350 pounds, as against an av er­ 
age of 70 pounds a day carried the 
first few months of the service.

The Entertainment Committees Get Under Way 


“The carrying of side arms,” says a state prison 
report, “was the privilege of a gentleman for thou­ 
sands of years, and it continued down to our time. on 
the frontier.

THE SMOKE PLAGUE

Honors to the memory of Sir Isaac Newton, great­ 
est of natural philosophers, were paid by scientists 
throughout the British Empire on the two-hundredth 
anniversary of the death of the eminent scientist. 
As an example of the 
potential 
importance 
of 
things seemingly trivial the fact often is cited that 
Isaac Newton, noting the fall of an ; pple In his 
garden, began the studies which resulted in his 
greatest discovery—the law of gravitation. 
It is to the credit of Britons th at they thus com­ 
memorate one of their greatest scientists and phil­ 
osophers. 
This is a practice that would do credit 
to any nation 
and 
people—to 
memorialize 
great 
scientists, centuries after their passing from earth. 
America lias had many 
scient'sts 
and 
inventors 
whose works entitle them to perm anent honors. 
The man who has added to the sum total of human 
knowledge, and thus has benefited and uplifted his 
fellowmen, is greater than 
he 
who 
has 
waded 
through the blood of slaughter to a throne. 
Let the great men and wormn of peace be ex­ 
alted. 
Let scientists, inventors, authors, painters, 
musicians, actors, orators, statesm en—let them all 
have anniversary commemorations. 


The Institution of Fuel Technology in London has 
been learning some unpleasant facts about English 
atmosphere. 
Two and a half million tons of soot 
are distributed over England every year. 
One-fifth 
of that is tar and the other large part is sulphuric 
acid, both brought down by the rain, poisoning the 
soil and helping to destroy buildings. A considerable 
portion of sooty matter stays in the air. particularly 
in London and other cities. There it darkens the day, 
gets into human lungs and does other material dam­ 
age. 
It is said that on an ordinary winter day in 
London every cubic centimeter of air contains 2000 
to 3000 soot particles. 
On a day of dense smoke 
haze the soot particles increase to 50.000 or 100,000. 
The proper use of fuel would eliminate a great 
deal of this plague of soot. But before we make any 
uncomplimentary remarks about England’s long in­ 
difference to the possibilities of smoke elimination, 
we should consider some of our own industrial cities. 
With modern scientific smoke-consuming appliances 
at hand, with knowledge of cleaner fuels and of clean­ 
er ways to use the dirt-making fuels, many cities let 
the smoke menace grow apace, blackening their fine 
buildings, choking trees and grass, injuring human 
health, causing expensive damage to fabrics.

W hat was originally a very beneficent provision of 
public law, seizure of private property on due pro­ 
cess of law and payment, is being used more and 
more as a means of interterritorial brigandage. 
The fight of citizens of Owens valley against the 
proposal In the Legislature that would enable Los 
Angeles to seize all the remaining w ater rights in 
that valley should be sustained. 
Not so much to help Owens valley.

croachment. Ail th at can be done for Owens valley 
now is to assure a decent compensation to the 
remaining farm ers and the business men whose ac­ 
tivities were based on the farm life of the valley. 
But this Los Angeles proposal should be defeated 
to prevent m araudery of public institutions all over 
the state. 
It should not be possible for the city of Fresno, 
for Instance, In the effort to obtain more water, 
to go Into Madera county and seize the water rights 
of farmers there now. 
Yet th at is Just what this Los Angeles proposal 
would permit. 


Wants Electric Stop Signals

The city council, according to the news columns, 
is being importuned to place additional “stop" but­ 
tons in Riverside streets. 
The buttons help to do 
away with accidents, although their warning ad­ 
monition is often overlooked by careless or lawless 
motorists. 
But in the downtown business section Riverside 
ought to have three or four traffic lights such as 
arc installed In Los Angeles. 
The w riter on an 
eastern trip last summer found th at nearly every 
town in the Middle W est and A tlantic Seaboard of 
Riverside's size was equipped with electric “stop" 
and “go" traffic 
signals. 
Seventh 
and 
Eighth 
streets at their inflection with Main on busy days 
are decidedly congested, with traffic snarls becoming 
more and more frequent. 
The expense of a few electric signals would not 
be prohibitive, and the upkeep would be practically 
nil. 
The advertising value would be considerable, 
also, Indicating th at Riverside is taking on metro­ 
politan airs and is leading other inland Southern 
Calfornia cities. 


Aroused by the attempt to get a bill through Par­ 
liament requiring English movie theaters to exhibit a 
certain amount of British film on every program in 
order to reduce the proportion of American pictures, 
a group of English capitalists and literary men have 
decided to take some constructive measures that are 
less paternalistic. 
These men have organized a concern for the pro­ 
duction of British films of high quality. 
They have 
taken over one of the great buildings of the Wombley 
exposition lo use as « studio. 
Such men as John 
Galesworthy, Hall Caine, Arnold Bennett and Conan 
Doyle are enlisted to write the scenarios. Undoubted­ 
ly they are going into this business thoroughly, so 
that a good director aud up-to-date equipment may be 
taken for granted. 
It is an interesting undertaking and one to which 
American movie fans ought to wish ai! success.

little serious foreign competition in good moving pic­ 
tures won’t hurt the industry in this country at all and 
ought to benefit the picture-viewing public by improv­ 
ing the literary and dramatic quality of films.

to do, hut if the public does not know about those goods or services, 
that experience and fidelity are largely thrown away. 
People are 
likely to just simply pass such a one by. One must have some plan 
by which the notice of the people is called to one’s work, and in­ 
formation is given about what one is doing and offering. 
A great many people have failed in business because they fell 
down at just this one point. 
They somehow lacked the energy or 
aggressiveness to go ahead and call attention to their work. 
They 
had the idea that if they waited long enough the attention of the 
public would be drawn to them. 
But someone was always getting 
in ahead of them, and much of the trade they had would probably 
drift away with them. 
It is strange how many business concerns will fall down in this 
way, in many cases because they lack faith enough in themselves 
to advertise their goods. If they thoroughly believed in the merit of 
what they have to offer, it would seem as if they would feel some 
enthusiasm about it, and be determised that people should know 
what they have to offer and be given full information as to the merit 
of their merchandise and services.

W H Y IS BALDNESS?— NOBODY KNOWS 
The average scalp

hundred 
thousand hairs, if they are ail there. In few instan­ 
ces in modern life, however, has any man all that 
he started with, and indeed many women are in­ 
clined to think they have lost a few. 
There are two reasons, according to experts, why 
the hair falls out. 
In the first class of cases, the 
hair disappears because of some infection of the 
scalp or disease. In the second large group of cases 
the cause is not determined. 
The experts say that the baldness Is idiopathic, 
which means that nobody knows the real reason; 
the hair ju st falls out and that Is the end of it. 
In such cases, the hair may fall out all a t once all 
over the body, or It may fall out in large or small 
patches. 
A fter a severe fever, there is a tendency 
for the hair to fall out, usualy about three months 
atter the time the fever was at its highest. 
There are all sorts of superstitions prevalent about 
the hair. 
It takes a hair about six weeks to grow one 
Inch, and cutting the end does 
not 
Improve 
its 
growing qualities. 
Cutting sometimes will remove 
the spilt ends. 
The hair of various persons varies 
In thickness from 150 to an inch, if laid side by side, 
to as many as 500 to an inch. 
There is no hollow tube running the length of the 
hair. 
It Is not nourished by any fluid in it, but 
by the blood th at comes to its roots. The hair above 
the skin surface Is a spine of horn which is even 
oiled from without. 
This fact may come as a surprise to those per­ 
sons who have been induced to have the hair singed 
in order to seal up the end.
